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The legislature cannot interfere with jurisdiction which is conferred on a court by exclusive constitutional provisions. 


The judicial power or jurisdiction conferred on certain courts by some constitutional provisions is exclusive! in the sense that 
the grant thereof precludes the legislature from creating any other courts,” or from conferring any additional jurisdiction on such 
courts,° or from conferring all or a part of such courts’ jurisdiction on other courts." Thus, unless the constitution provides for 
other courts,” the specification therein of courts which may exercise judicial power operates as a limitation of the legislature's 


power to create other courts.°
